Have great yeaſon to be heartily ſorry , not onely for my ſelf and 
Punt ater here, bur alſo for the concern of ſeveral Gentlemen 
who have an intereſt and correſpondence here, though rhey inhabir 
other places ; That.I muſt give you the ſad relation of the unfertu- 
naref6 gectdedr , anR*dÞ the greateſt damage that ever happened in theſe 
parts by inundation of Waters. For ir pleaſed God thas on laſt Sa- 
rurday Night\& mgſt furious North-Weſt wind did blow fo hard as 
ro force the' Sea, with the Spring Tides over z and breax down our 
Banks , Dikes , and Sluces iatg* the Country ; infomuch thar not on- 
ly North-Holland, which we. hear is all overflow'd and quite drownd, 
| but alſo Haderlem Muyden, and this City have received the confider- 
abloſt -loifes. that they ever yer ſuſtained ; for the Hacrlemmer-Meer 
breaking'in vpon us: filled moſt Mg our fireets and Burgh-walls 7 wh

Rooms are all under water, na ;\even to the Starrt-Houſe. it felf, 
whereby not onely th2 goods art” Merchand'zes therein are ſpeiled, 
and fo much indamag'd that-ne cred:ble computation can as yet be gi- 
ven,what exceeding detriment this City alone hath thereby ſuſtained , 
many. millions already bc{ides the irrepairable loſs of many hundreds of 
Men, Women, and Caildreny who bave periſhed already in this ſecond

"And the Almighty God alo1e knowerh when we ſhall ſee age 
our Milſcries 3 for the Waters as yet rather increaſe then abate ;_ 
my ſelf am forced to remove our of my Houſe for my own and Fa- 
milies {. curities, and yet know not well where to go to be free from 
danger, having already fuffered damage for my own friends and cor- 
reſpondears accounts &© the value of 200000 Guilders in my Sellars 
and Ware-houles that I know of; and what is not yet come to my 
knowledge ; and whar may happen no Man can imagine , but God's 
will be done ; Ir is a ſad thing to' be' confined to live in a Conntty 
ſciruared ſo low, that a Man mult be beholdtng ro the Trench of the 
banks, for the ſecurity of his life and fortune 3 for- it at any time the grit 
ike between Harlem and Amflerdam give way , ( as it has natly 
times done Within theſe few years )' the whole Country again becames 
that Sea which once it was 3 nor are we, exppled. onely to accideax,, 
bur even to the malice of ovr eneinics;. and (which has been as fatal 
to u5. 45. any, thing ) our own, convenicace , of which this laſt war has 
given ſevere Teliumonies , wherein you' know the inliabitants of theſe 

. parts have been almoſt as ſeverc ro' themſelves for their preſervation; 
and this very inundation which Iooks ſo like deſtruction ; bur I believe 
*twill be no advantage to you , and I am ſure it is no way pleaſant:
